HHHcomment; It will be noted that DBB interest payments are to be lower in 1951 than in 1950, This comas about because the Kreissparkassan are^ 
to lend money to the Deutsche Fouernbnnk as heretofore. Ur to 1950 they had been lending money to the DBB ax 2*5 per cent but 
the Deutsche Ilotenbank no longer remits this, more especially since the Krei s spar kas sen were, at the same time, being refinanced by the uotenbank* 
The inclusion of the Landesgenossencchaftsbanken within the Baucmbank, beginning in 1551, eliminates certain duplications in interest payments to 
the Bauernbank, thereby -sizing total interest receipt s smaller. Finally, the lending of money to the various Konsumvereine has been taken away f^om 
the Bauernbank and is now done by the Ilotenbank. The Saxony Kor, sura business, howevor, was being handled by the Eo- embank, 
fore the reorganisation of the Buuernbark -ves initiated.
